107, s. ill, send to our vessels, two proper 
persons to keep an account of the delivery of the cargo, for the protection of the 
revenue.

I IAVING a few days ago preferred a complaint to your honourable Board against 
Mr Oulton, for refusing to send a meter to the brig “ Rock ” the result of which 
has been the appointment of a man of the name of Murray, whose behaviour has 
been of the most annoying description, knocking the tubs against the sides of the 
vessel, and giving more than just measure (thus committing a fraud on the revenue 
as well as on the vessel s freight) and by such conduct has created so much delay’ 
that in five days only ninety-three tons have been discharged. 3 ’ 

Being unwilling to be troublesome to your honors, I put up with all this until 
yesterday ; at one o'clock ho absented hi. ielf entirely, Ji d£ hfZLl 
attend any more. I informed the Comptroller of the circumstance, and at his 
desire also served Mr Oulton with notice to the same effect ; but no attention 
whatever has been paid to it. 

I also beg leave to inform your honors, that the person who is receiving such coals 
is perfectly satisfied to take them without a meter, therefore his attendance at all is 
only necessary for a revenue purpose ; under these circumstances I humbly nray an 
immediate investigation, and that your honourable Board will grant me that nrotec 
tion which, as revenue Commissioners I conceive I have a right to expect at your 
nands * I remain, &c.

MEMORIAL of James Jameson in respect to the Conduct of the Meter employed 
m the discharge of a Cargo of Coals. 1 3 

To the Honourable the Commissioners of Customs. 

Honourable Sirs, Marybone-lane, Dublin, 22 d July 1826. 

1 beg leave to state to your honourable Board, that the brig “ Keith Stewart” 
trorn Glasgow, with coals on board for me, was entered, and the'duty paid upon her 
cargo on the 27th June, and an order was issued to the proper officer to appoint 
a meter to superintend the discharge. After some delay this officer was sent on 
board, and the discharge proceeded until the afternoon of the ist instant, when he 
suddenly left the ship, and the delivery of the coals was of course interrupted. He 
did not return on the following morning, and the captain impatient at the delay, 
began to weigh and deliver the coals himself, when an officer of the revenue came 
and seized two tons that had been loaded Upon carts, and conveyed them to the 
seizing-stores ; an application being made to the collector, he directed that the 

matter 
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matter should be stated to Mr. Oulton, which was accordingly done, and that 
Gentleman’s answer was, that he would not receive a verbal message from the 
Custom-house. This was reported to the collector, who declined to interfere 
further, and the discharge of the vessel remained at a stand until the meter thought 
fit to return on board. 

As an importer of coal, I take the liberty of laying this matter before you, and 
I beg to draw your attention to the novel circumstance of an officer, whose appoint- 
ment l understand is vested in your honourable Board, being able at his caprice, 
to suspend the discharge of a ship, to the annoyance inconvenience and expense of 
all the parties concerned, who it would seem have no tribunal to which they can resort 

I for redress. The law is said to require the presence of a meter, and to authorize the 
seizure of coals discharged in his absence ; and yet it would appear that this officer 
is not amenable to any authority for a dereliction of his duty ; that he may at his 
pleasure abandon it, and drive the shipmaster to an act to which the law has 
attached a penalty. 

The two tons of coal that were seized are still detained ; the duty was paid 
upon them, as it was upon the rest of the cargo ; and as the revenue has sustained 
no loss, I pray your honourable Board may be pleased to order them to be restored 
to me.

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MEMORIAL of John Jameson, for relief in regard to paying a Coalmeter when 
employed in superintending the delivery of Coals for his own use. 

Bow Street Distillery, Dublin, 1st August 1826. 

Honourable Sirs, 

I BEG to state to your honourable Board, that I have imported a cargo of coals per 
the Margaret from Glasgow, and having made entry and paid the duty thereon 
I proceeded to discharge the same as usual, when Mr. Halpin, officer of Customs 
seized one ton seven and a half hundred weight of the coals, and carried them off to 
the Custom-house, alleging as his reason for so doing, that the captain had not 
demanded a master measurer. I have always understood that the master meters 
were placed on vessels for the purpose of preventing the citizens of Dublin from 
being defrauded by the captains giving deficient weight or measure. In this 
respect it may be a very salutary regulation ; but when coals are imported for one’s 
own use, and not for sale, your honourable Board must see that it is perfectly 
absurd to impose a master measurer in order to prevent a man cheating himself. * 
The Coals I import are shipped by the ton of twenty hundred weight, and'the 
duty being payable here also by the ton of twenty hundred weight, of course the 
quantity specified in the cocket is the true and correct quantity on which duty is to 
be paid, and the revenue is thereby as well secured as it is with respect to any des- 
cription of goods on which duty is payable according to cocket. 

In resisting the imposition of a master measurer my object is, not to evade 
a paltry amount of duty, (which indeed cannot be done on Glasgow coals when pay- 
ing according to cocket), but to prevent what I conceive to be an unjust charge of 
6 d. per ton being extorted for services from which I derive no benefit. & 

If the master measurers are acting under the authority of your honourable Board 
as officers of Customs, it appears by the late Customs Regulation Act, that I subject 
myself to a penalty in case of my paying the fees they demand. If the corpora- 
tion possess the right of imposing measurers on vessels with coals not intended for 
sale, but for private consumption, let them enforce it if they can ; but I trust your 
honourable Board will not lend your sanction or authority to assist them in enforc- 
ing what I conceive to be an unjust and illegal demand, and which is completely 
contrary to reason and common sense. I therefore pray your honourable Board 
will be pleased to order the coals which have been seized to be restored to me • that 
you will issue an order, that in time coming, it shall not be necessary for vessels 
with coals not intended for sale to have a master measurer to superintend the 
discharge •, and that if you conceive it necessary for the security of the revenue to 
have a person on board to see the coals discharged, you will appoint for that duty 
a regular officer of Customs, who is not entitled to demand any fees. 3

Take notice, that the affreighters and owners of the said cargo of 
coals are now willing and ready to receive the same ; and inasmuch as said vessel has 
been engaged to proceed immediately on another voyage, I shall hold you, and each 
of you, accountable to me for your neglect and refusal in not so appointing a fit and 
proper person to superintend the measuring of the said cargo of coals, and for the 
consequences which may result to me by reason of my not being allowed to clear out 
the said cargo and fulfil my said engagements, and also for the expenses daily 
attendant upon such detention, in paying the wages of and supporting the crew of the 
said vessel, and also for the value of the said vessel, which I estimate at 2,000 /., 
and all other'expenses whatsoever.

To the Honourable His Majesty's Commissioners of Customs, Dublin. 

Gentlemen, 28th August 1826. 

As agent concerned for several owners and captains of coal and coal-vessels 
trading to the port of Dublin, I beg leave to inform your honourable Board of 
some particulars which I am advised, by counsel of eminence, it is within your power 
to redress, and so put a stop to the legal proceedings which must of necessity follow 
a continuance of the arbitrary acts that have taken place. 

Under the Act of the 5th Geo. 4, c. 74, intituled “ An Act for ascertaining and 
“ establishing uniformity of weights and measures,” a new regulation as to the 
coal-measure has been defined, and by the 9th section of this Act power is given 
for the sale of coal, and the other commodities therein mentioned, by weight, 
a system which has since the passing of the Act been pursued by the captains and 
owners of coal and coal-vessels. 

156. C3 
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By the 6th of Geo. 4, c. 106, s. 7, 8 and g, intituled “ An Act for the regulation 
“ of the Customs,” your honourable Board are invested with the power of appointing 
proper persons to execute the duties of the several offices necessary to the due 
management and collection of the Customs, granting or allowing to such persons 
such salaries or other emoluments for their labour, &c. as your honourable Board 
should think reasonable, every such person to be deemed an officer of the Customs 
for such duty or service, and imposing a penalty on any person so employed of dis- 
missal for taking or receiving any fee, perquisite, gratuity or reward, of any descrip- 
tion, with a penalty of 100 l. on the person paying. 

The 6th of Geo. 4, c. 107, is intituled “ An Act for the general regulation of the 
“ Customs, and the 1 1 lth section of this Act, for the better ascertaining and 
collecting of the duties of Customs, empowers your honourable Board to appoint 
proper persons to be coalmeters in the service of the Customs to measure or weigh 
all coals, &c. and who by the Act are required to give to the collector a certificate 
under his hand of the total quantities unladen from each ship ; and if such meter 
shall give a false certificate he is to forfeit 100 /., and if such coal be landed without 
the presence of such meter, the same shall be forfeited, with all duties thereon. 

Previous to the passing of these Acts, which must have been intended for the 
relief and benefit of the public , as well as for securing the duties to the revenue, 
many gross attempts were made to exact and enforce large and exorbitant fees for 
persons then filling and acting in the capacity of coalmeters, which proceedings 
were found to be in their effects so oppressive upon the importers and dealers in the 
commodity of coal, that latterly the captains and owners of coal and coal-vessels 
have sought for relief from your honourable Board by the adoption of the following 
course : 

On the arrival in the port of Dublin of coal-vessels they are regularly entered 
and invoiced, duty is paid, and in all other respects the regulations required by the 
revenue law is complied with ; and an application being made to your honourable 
Board to request a proper person should be appointed for the protection of the 
revenue, to attend and inspect the discharge of the cargo, your honourable Board 
complying with such request pursuant to the Acts before mentioned, are pleased tu 
direct an officer shall be sent on board the vessel ; some thereof consistin'!- of 300 
tons and upwards. 

The officer or person so appointed and acting in this capacity, though unknown 
to the captain or owner, and without any notice to him, for the days work, as 
he is pleased to call it (and without waiting the discharge of the eutire cargo), issues 
a summons from the court of conscience to the captain, in order to recover and levy 
from him a fee of 6 d. per ton on the number of tons discharged and delivered on 
such first day, and so from day to day continues to proceed until the whole is dis- 
charged, and in this way several suits are instituted for the same cargo on parts, and 
the captains have to pay in addition to the illegal exaction of 6 d. for each ton, about 
55. for costs on each summons ; and as an instance of this illegal exaction, and the 
hardships imposed by means of the proceeding, upwards of ten warrants from the 
court of conscience were executed by the arrest of captains on the 26th August 
instant, and several summonses have been issued for hearing on the 28 th and 29th. 

It is not my wish, as the agent of these captains and owners, to take the legal step 
directed by their counsel, if to be avoided ; and as I am willing to believe that your 
honourable Board, when apprized of such severe measures being resorted to by these 
officers, will not give them your countenance, but put it down, I am induced to 
trouble your honourable Board with this statement, in the expectation that the trade 
will be relieved from such oppressive and illegal exactions and proceedings, or put 
on some footing of arrangement by which the rights of those officers or meters to 
make such exactions shall be ascertained and settled, and in the hope that I shall be 
favoured with an- early communication.

the case with several masters of coal-ships similarly circumstanced on Saturday last, 
I will hold your honourable Board responsible for the consequences, and take such 
legal steps as I may be advised, to recover damages for the same.

Therefore in my opinion, as your honors consider the 
services of these men absolutely necessary for the security of the revenue, it is your 
duty as Commissioners of Customs, to take care that they do not enforce payment 
of any sum for their services to which they are not legally entitled, particularly as 
your honourable Board has already considered it necessary to remonstrate with the 
guild of merchants on the subject of Mr. Oulton’s fee of 3 s. 6 d., in consequence 
of which the said fee has been abolished, although his claim rested on the same 
foundation as that of the 6 d. per ton metage.

Anderson declining to pay same, he (Fletcher) handed him a Court of Conscience 
summons. Fletcher then went off some distance, and the discharge of the coals 
re-commenced ; Fletcher returned immediately to where I was standing, and an- 
nouncing himself as a revenue officer, and exhibiting his commission, asked how 
dared these coals be discharged without his permission and attendance, proceeded 
on board, threatening to have the vessel fined, and put a stop to the discharge. 

I have further to observe, that another person as meter had been put on board the 
Commerce previous to its being known that the coals were mine, and that he was 
withdrawn, and replaced by Fletcher : annexed is the account furnished by Fletcher 
to captain Anderson for superintendence, and for the balance of which he sum- 
moned him. 

Here then, may I beg leave to observe, we have this man a revenue officer, 
claiming and enforcing fees aided by the corporation, and acting when it suits his 
purpose as a revenue officer.

MEMORIAL of Andrew Jordan, that no Corporate Body in Dublin has a right 
to appoint Coalmeters.

Honourable Sirs, 

IN reference to the memorials submitted by me to your honourable Board on the 
-20th, 21st, 29th, and 30th September last, relative to the brig Commerce, of 
Bangor, coal-laden on my account, and also to the inquiry now pending respecting 
the right to the appointment of coalmeters in any body corporate or politic in this 
city, by any law or charter, I respectfully submit to your honourable Board the fol- 
lowing extract from the preamble of the charter granted to the city of Dublin on the 
27th day of October 1 687, and enrolled, and of record in Chancery on the 4th day 
of December in said year, viz. : “ Whereas the city of Dublin was an ancient and 
“ populous city, and the capital of our entire kingdom of Ireland ; and inasmuch as the 
“ mayor, sheriffs, commons, and citizens of the said city of Dublin, have had, used, 
“ and enjoyed divers liberties, franchises, privileges, immunities, and pre-eminences,

“ clerk of the market or water-bailiff to take care of and inspect the measuring of 
“ coals in order to prevent the frauds frequently committed therein.” 

And I respectfully tender the same as evidence of no right existing in any body 
corporate or politic in the city of Dublin to such appointments by any law at that 
period. 

Should it however be objected that the aforesaid charter has not been acted upon, 
I am in possession of facts and evidence to prove the contrary. 

May I request to know if your honourable Board intend taking the aforesaid 
statement into consideration.
